than over. The govornnient , they said, 
ill thoir attoiiipt.i to in.-ikc a barj,'aiii witli 
the •Jjoiniuioii Govenuiiont, had a;;ain 
been utterly aold, and Sir Jului Mac- 
donald was only, laughing in his sleeve 
ut tliem.

So they said that Sir 
Alexander Campbell was a fal.so prophet 
sent forth by tho Dominion ( iov.-nnn.Mit 
to complete the doatniction i.f the l.ical 
ministry, and they thought old "gon 
oral election" would have fair [day 
after all. Hut Sir .Vlexander 
and the government knew their business. 
\ Tho minister of justice gravely announc- 
ed, that the dry dock would bo taken 
over as staled, and that even an additinal 
sum claimed in conneetiun wilh it would 
be allowed. He also said the railway 
lands woiikl lie tlii'MWii oi.en, that a niiar- 
aiitiiio atalioh would be .^^l.ilib.ilied, and 
that other promises vvouhl bu fullillod 
Ho wont further, he announced that in a 
few days a contract for the fslaml r.iil 
way would be signed liy Air. Uiinsniiiir, 
and ho actually went ami completed 
arrangomonts with Mr. Dnnsmuir for 
consti-ucting tho railway. This 
was shocking ; lunv Could such 
things be said and don« in broad day- 
light, without a general election and llie 
aaaenibling of tiie Doiiiiiiiun and local 
parliaments! Was iml this cnii.-lusivu 
evidence that Sir .-Mexamler w:is only 
sent out as a decoy! The well kiionii 
and experienced piditicaiis wId had been 
laboring right straii^ht along for tho good 
of the province, and their own pockeis, 
Could not understand il ; so thoy deelarod 
it was moonshine, and that tlic didiision 
could only be dis|.elli'd by llu-ir universal 
panacea. Things got gradually worse; 
Sil*' -Alexander went up the country and 
was •' interviewed by vaiioua boards of 
trade, and tdked jdainly and un- 
reservedly t(j (he peoplo cvery- 
wheri), and the false projihets 
shuddered, for they believed they had 
played their last i.ard that e\irybody 
^vas beginning to lind ihem out. .And now 
Hvhat is tho result '( It is at last ollieially 
announced that tho negotiations wilh the 
Dominion governimml aie completed; 
that all inisollled iiiieslioiis h.ive been ad 
justed, and that only the cmseiit, a mere 
I- .formal -matter of the local and D-min- 
iun parliaments, remaiiLs to be obi ;iiiM''i , 
'f when the particular delads relating to 
■each will be submitted. As regards the 
jlaland railway, ii provisionnl contract for 
its completion within four ye.ars Ins bei^n 
entered into with Mr. Dunsiiiuir and 
those he re|)rescnts, and will be depositetl 
wilh Mr. Trutchto await conliriiialioii by 
the legislature; and the drydock will be 
formally taken over by that gentleman 
on behalf of the Dominion government. 

Leaving the false prophets to chew the 
cud of tlieir sweet and bitter rellectioiis, 
It only remains to ci i ngra tiilat e JSir .-\le.\- 
andor Camiiliell and the local goveniiiient 
on tho success of tlieii- endeavors. The 
responsibility assumed by .Mr. Uunsinuir 
in respect of the Island railway is no 
dimbt a very gre.it one; but it will be 
admitted at once that it could not have 
been placed in better IimiuIs. In conclii- 
aion, wo cannot help saying that .Mr. 
Trutch has sh(jwn t.icl and patriotic zeal 
as Dominion agent in aiding in thr settle 
ment of (luestioiis w hich have long been a 
stumbling-block to the jn-ovince ami a 
most unilesirable 1 1 b.-; I ruction to its cordial 
relations with the boniiiiinii. The abrupt 
departure of Sir A h^xaiider C.uupljell pre 
vented those public couite:>ies v> wliicli 
he was justly entitled being extendi-d to 
him aa the moat weloonio visitor the pro 
vince has ever seen. Should ho again 
visit us these courtesies will not be for- 
gotten, for he will carry with liiiu to (,)t- 
liiwa tho grateful regards of the pei pie ul 
the Pnciiic province. -As for the false 
prophets they may be ipiiedy allowjd to 
exeruise their gift, and when tln^y again 
come before tho people they will dtmbt- 
leas he ready to declare that ii was through 
their occult intlilencc that tlie province 
was enabled to enter upon a perinaucnl 
career of peace, proajierity and plenty. 

L— . "W&tor and Drainago. 

To THK KntToii:- Tn your report of the 
proceedings at the assizes 1 notice that 
the chief justice informed the grand jury 
that there were a class of cases know n 
nuisances and if they knew of any such 
and broujjht a proper case before him he 
would instruct the attorney general to 
proceed in the matter. Acting probably 
on his lordship's suggestion and certainly 
in the interest of this community tho 
grand jury in llieir preseiitimuit called 
hia l()rdahip's attention to "the city's de- 
fective system of drainage and itnpuriiy 
of water supply." His lordship in com- 
nionting upon this part of the nr.nid 
jury's presentment if reported to have 
said that "the com[ilaint3 against city 
water and drainage syslem were very 
vaguo and ho could take no elli'ctive ac- 
tion." This can scarcely have been con- 
sidered by the grand jury as a satisfae 
tory answer. Tliiit the municipal waier 
is unht for use owing to its animal and 
vegetable impurities; that the drainage of 
the city is bad and that the municipal 
councillors ttre responsible for this dia 
u-racoful CondiUon of things are facts 
which one would suppose h.id been daily 



for months brought under the nose and 
notice of everybody, iticltuling tho at- 
torney general. To moat people a stink- 
ing drain is one of the worst arid'most 
oflensivo kind of nuisances. It is to bo 
regretted that it does not appear to s» 
atrike his lordship, us pi saibly he might 
then instruct tlie attorney general to in- 
dict the city councillors. Not that peo- 
ple geiiei , illy '.viild wisli to si'O thos,} i^eii- 
tleiiu'ii deprived of their personal lilieriy 
fur a lengthy period, but thoy certanily 
desire that ihu law whiuli has the repii 
tation of being a terror to evildoei s sliould 
rouse them to a aensu of tlie iinportaiico 
of health and cloaiilines.s wliieli public 
oliinioii seems i|uite powerless to do. 

Outsille of the muiiici|)al autlioiitios 
the value of pure water and ellicieiiL 
diain.ago is recognized and admitted. 
.Modern research has doiiioiistrated that 
scarlet fever, diptheria iiiid many ottier 
diseases dangerous to human life can bo 
chocked and almost stamped out by pay- 
ing proper attention to sanilnry eoiuli - 
tions and that nothing is so j>rocluelive of 
disease and so dangerous to lieallli as b;id 
water and noxious drains. 

As I'rofeasor Tyndal recently pointed 
out, "wo have at least one advantage over 
the generations that have goiio before us. 
Wo have tho samo and similar (li.-,e:iHe» to 
tight against that they hail, and .so far we 
are no better iitl' than tliey. Hut we 
know, while thoy did imt, preciaoly wlioro 
the enemy is stationed and what shape he 
weara. Tho physician and the sanitarian 
have no longer to liyht against idiaiiteins ; 
their ononiy is revealed, it is not lio.vi 
ous gases but organized germs, Uolitaoia 
are living llungs— men and women have 
died by the million that bacteria and 
bacilli might live. " 

Kven III thia small city it i.i no e\:ig 
geratiou to s.ay that many a inan, wi-uiau 
and child have had their lives aacriliee ! 
from the absence of rational and praei i- 
cablu sanatary provisions. ()\er iw > 
hundred thousand dollars have been i \- 
ponded in bringing water to this eily in 
such a foul condition that il ia positively 
unfit to drink. Large sums of money 
have been spent upon juinboB and a still 
larger sum ia to bo spent ujjon e.^Ilorl- 
menting with the electric light— things 
doubtless of aomo value, but altoo,.|h, r 
acCdiuUry to pure water and good dram 
age. When one sees such bliim lei i ml; 
fidly cmnmittod one cannot help duulpl- 
iiig whether man is such an iiiti'lligeiit 
animal as ho prides hiiiiaelf on being. 
After we have paid our ta-xoa more or les.-i 
clioerfiilly it is poor comfort to hear from 
tho lips of councillors when iiecesail ie.i 
-and pure water and good draiiia.'e are 
health iieces.--ities are uroonlly needed 
that our iinnuy has gone for things wlin h 
if not lu.Miries are follies w liicli w >■ .di Mild

SAD DISASTSH. 

An Escape of Steam on tho ^oo&sido 
Sorlou3l7 Scalds tvro Slen. 

Last night at about 8:30 p.m. a sad ac- 
cident occurred on the steamer Woodaido 
which had just arrived at the Hudson 

Bay Co. 'a wharf from Souke and scarcely 
lied lip, when the engineer, .■Xd.un P.ieh- 
nimid, ubsei veil one of the boiler tubes to 
he le.iking. The tube had boon previously 
defective and had boon repaired by closing 
it up with a strong plate at each end, 
coiinectod by nn iron rod passing through 
the tube to which the plates were securely 
screwed iiy nuts. To prevent the leak 
which he had noticed tho eiiuineer tuuk 
a w reiich and h.id given tho nut but half 
I a turn when it slip[ied off (posibly caused 
I by the thread breaking) and a vast sheet
